There was the box wagon to haul 
potatoes, onions, grain and hogs to the stock-yard, and 
hand picked corn to be scooped off. 


Do you recall what fun it was to ride round and round 
on the hitch-pole of the sweep mill as grain was ground; 
to drive (barefooted) the horses on the dusty tract with 
the long thick hay rope stretching taunt as it pulled its 
load into the loft; to see the steam engine and separator 
coming up the road for threshing the grain you shocked 
in 100 degree weather? . 


Do you remember scrubbing clothes on the wash board 
with home made soap, cranking the hand washing 
machine, turning the barrel butter churn, ironing with 


the flat iron, filling the kerosene lamps, cleaning the ~ 


lantern chimney? 


Did you enjoy sawing wood and chopping it into lengths 
for the kitchen stove, and heaters? What an art it was to

Ah, nothing equaled the warmth of the glowing hard- 
coal stove as you gathered in the living room at night 
with a bowl of popcorn and juicy apples, or came in late 
from the barn or platform dance, or box social. 


Do you have memories of the country store, the first 
automobiles, the home butchering chores, straw mat- 
tresses and feather ticks, the country schools with their 
pot bellied stoves, the party line, the crystal radio sets?

One hundred and thirty-five years ago a man named 
Ezra Allen came to this area and erected a cabin in a 
large grove of timber. The timber in this grove was of the 
best quality and the prairie around it beautiful and 
rolling. Red Men still inhabited the country and wild 
game was in abundance. 


The grove derived its name from this man who moved 
at an early day into the ‘‘New Purchase.” 


After a treaty held with the Sac and Fox Indians, the 
territory in the county of Scott, together with all the rest 
of the ‘Black Hawk Purchase” was ceded to the United 
States and on June 1, 1833, was opened for settlement. 


The surveys of public lands in lowa were begun in the 
fall of 1836 and the survey of Scott Co. was completed in 
March, 1837. 


In 1837, 1838, and 1839 the grove became settled by 
quite a number of emigrants, among whom were Dennis 
Fuller, John Dunn, John Thompson, Messrs. Hendricks, 
Hines, Halburt, Gee, and Connors. 


These worthy people named it Allen’s Grove after Ezra 
Allen the first one to locate there in 1836. 


When the townships were organized it also took the 
name of Allen’s Grove Township. 


In Oct. 1846, Allen‘s Grove Township was divided, the 
western part taking the name of Liberty and the eastern 
part remaining Allen’s Grove. 


An early settler from Rockingham Township, a John 
Wilson by name, made a Start in agriculture in that area 
by purchasing two bushels of wheat from John Dunn, 
who had settled in Allen’s Grove in 1836. The latter had 
brought this wheat with him from Ohio. He sowed the 
wheat that fall and cut the crop the following year witha 
sickle. 


Following these first settlers named, came a Stephens 
family from Ohio who, encouraged by the signs of 
prosperity surrounding them, wrote back to Ohio and 
requested George Harmon to join them. 


Crudely constructing a prairie schooner George 
Harmon, his wife and three children, started out for

Ahead are the mysteries of life. 
Ahead is the dawn of a ‘‘New Day”! 
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Camp Ses-Kome is located where the Allen’s 
Grove settlement was. 


Allen’s Grove. Braving many hardships incident to their 
journey they arrived safe and sound with three horses 
and $15 in money. This was in 1845. Mr. Harmon opened 
the first blacksmith shop in Allen’s Grove. The first store 
was established by R. S. Dickinson who later sold it to 
George Frederick. 


The Allen’s Grove post office was established in 
August, 1850. Josiah Figley carried the mail from there 
to Davenport twice a week on horseback for a com- 
pensation of $12 a month. It was the only mail route in 
Scott County at that time. There were no bridges or roads 
and was often compelled to drive around on the ridges to 
keep out of the sloughs in order to make the trip in one 
day. George Frederick was the first post master suc- 
ceded by John Connor, then Charles Lathrop and J. 
Stephens. 


The first post office was the house now occupied by the 
Bernard Pauly family. Theodore Kroeger, Walter 
Lorber, and Henry Grell have also lived there. 


There was a store and way station for the stage coach 


which came through there at that time, post office, two 
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blacksmith shops, wagon repair shop, tile works, a 
church, school, and a cemetery. 


It came to be a common meeting place for settlers, 
travelers, and Indians, for trading and for pleasure. 


In March, 1857, F. E. Rothstein came to Allen’s Grove 
and two years later established the first store. In 1860, he 
built a steam saw and grist mill on Mud Creek near 
Flower Valley School. In 1867, the scarcity of fuel in- 
duced him to move his mill to Buena Vista, Clinton 
County, where he had the advantage of water power. The 
Wapsie River at Buena Vista had ferry transportation for 
crossing in those days. This was too slow for Mr. 
Rothstein and so he built the first bridge over the Wapsie 
River at a cost of $3000. A few years later the river made 
another channel which called for another bridge, for 
which Mr. Rothstein advanced 2 the cost and Scott 
County the other half. Mr. William Nutting was County 
Supervisor at that time. 


Thus, these two valuable bridges were a living 
monument to Mr. Frederick E. Rothstein. 


There was but one bridge between Allen’s Grove ana 
Davenport (across Mud Creek), which was a rude 
structure made of poles. 


Other early settlers were Jacob E. Allen, James T. 
Carter, Thomas Clausen, John Connor, Abraham Curtis, 
Mrs. Anna Gallagar, Stewart Gillmor, Nelson Grace, 
Thomas J. Graham, James Grery,James T. Grell, John 
Haas, John Henrickson, Henry Jarchow, Peter J. 
Ketelsen, George W. King, Henry Lathrop, Thomas 
Lock, Johnson Maw, J. D. McCormick, E. J. Newton, 
John R. Sanders, Ephriam Snyder, Daniel Snyder, 
Samuel W. Standish, James Stephens, Wesley B. 
Stephens, J. Thomas Swearingen and Isaac Winey. 


Still other later settlers were Wm. Drummond, Ulrich 
Engler, Frederich Hesse, Fritz Kroeger, Chas. Mid- 
diemas, Claus and Henry Rohwer, Louis Schnoor, Chas. 
and Geo. Stewart, H. Walton, Henry Wiese, and Phineas 
Curtis. 


These names are all familiar landmarks to the older 
settlers of the County. These were the men and women 
who started Allen’s Grove Township on its way to the 
position of prominence it holds in the County of Scott 
today. In our busy life too little thought is given to the 
hardships they endured for our welfare. 


When the township was organized, educational ad- 
vantages were few. The first school houses were built of 
logs one at Allen’s Grove and one at Donahue. W. B. 
Stephens was elected Secretary of the School Board and 
held that office for forty years. Mr. Stephens and Mark 
Einnicum of Ohio came here and taught the first schools. 


The first school house, a crude one room log house 
structure, was first the home of James Stephens until 
they built a two room log home. The school was located 
on what is the Horace Grell farm. This old log house 
school burned to the ground when hostile neighbors set it 
on fire to prevent an undesirable family from attending 
school. The second school, a frame structure, was built in 





1860. This also burned down in 1908 from an overheated 
stove supposedly by a tramp who slept in the school. 


Teacher salaries ranged from the “board and keep” to 
$40 a month by 1875 and remained in that range until the 
early 1900s. 


In 1860 Dudley Gordon taught the Allen’s Grove school 
for $13 a month and soon after was elected to the Office of 
County Superintendent. He later moved to Missouri and 
became State Superintendent of Public Instruction. 


The first school teachers were paid by subscription. 
The people elected a school director who went around 
with a subscription paper. Each person subscribed what 
he thought he could afford. The director hired the teacher 
for $12 a month. When the money was gone, school 
stopped. This continued until around 1850. At first the 
school term lasted about three months in the winter. 


When the school burned in Allen’s Grove, classes were 
held at the ‘‘Church of God” until another school could 
be built. 


The first teacher in the new school was Miss Helen 
Brinker followed by Margaret McCosh who is better 
known now as Mrs. Frank Gillmor. She still resides on 
her farm in Allen’s Grove. 


During the Civil War a calvary regiment was 
organized and trained in Allen’s Grove across from the 
Gillmor farm. They furnished their own horses, also 
uniforms. Their horses were kept in a barn about 100 feet 
long and made of logs. 


The religious element of the township was represented 
by an organization called the Church of God, more 
commonly known as the Winebrenarians. The church 
was organized in 1860. Its first elders were Thomas 
Hustie, Phineas Curtis, and David Lathrop; its first

deacons Jeremiah Krause and Ezra Cronkleton. The first 
meetings were held ina log house in the grove. A house of 
worship was erected a few years later at a cost of $1,600. 
A Sunday School was maintained by the church during 
the summer. 


The ‘‘Church of God”’ was erected on Stewart Gillmor’s 
farm due to his efforts and largely to his financial aid. 
Aside from his many other acts of kindness, the church 
stood as a monument to his religious zeal. The church 
was located across the road from the Gillmor home on 
the north side of the road. Part of the Gillmor house, two 
rooms of it, was the postal station and a wayside inn for 





When the old Davenport and Northwestern Railroad 
came through Scott County the company decided it was 
too long a stretch between Eldridge and Dixon without a 
station. So land was purchased from Abraham Curtis 
about midway between the villages and a_ station 
established. Thus was the town of Donahue founded, 
named for Michael Donahue, a heavy stockholder in the 
railroad project. 
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Depot now used by Bill Lueth for ‘‘Bill’s Repair Shop” 
since May, 1970. 


When the station was established, Phineas Curtis 
secured the position of station agent. 


Donahue is located in the south-east corner of Allen’s 
Grove Township and is only four miles south of the new 
bridge where the Scott and Clinton Counties meet. It is 
fourteen miles north-west from downtown Davenport 
though it is now only seven miles from the city limits on 
Highway 130, (formerly 150). It is on a black top road 
which extends from the new bridge to Highway 130, a 
distance of eight and one-half miles. Donahue is the only 
town in the United States by thatname, unless it would be 
a tiny village or hamlet without a post office. 


Aside from part of Dixon, Donahue is the only town in 
Allen’‘s Grove Township. 


In 1868 a group of Scott County capitalists incorporated

travelers. They would put them up on the floor; there 
were no bedrooms. 


We have told you of this early history of Allen’s Grove 
because it was settled first and indirectly it bears upon 
and leads to the founding of the town of Donahue. 


When the railroad came through a station was built 
and a few homes and business establishments became a 
reality there. 


The little settlement called Allen’s Grove never 
became a town, but the wooded area is still called and 
referred toas ‘‘Allen’s Grove” as though it were. 





the Davenport and St. Paul Railroad Company. 
Davenport and Scott County voted a two per cent tax in 
support of the project road. Two years later the line was 
built from Davenport through Scott County. Financial 
reverses prevailed until after construction of about 160 
miles of track, then the road went into the hands of 
receivers. 


Stockholders of the old company, however, 
reorganized as the Davenport and Northwestern and 
repurchased the road. In 1879 the road was again sold, 
this time to the Chicago, Milwaukee, and St. Paul -a loss 
to stockholders but a distinct gain for Scott County. The 
small towns of Eldridge, Donahue, and Dixon had 
already formed along the Davenport and St. Paul. 


lronically, the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Railroad on which the town was located, suspended their 
operations last summer. The railroad commenced 
from Davenport through the county in 1870. In April, 
1970, the train made its last run after a century of ser- 
vice. 


The first engine run on this road was a small affair in 
comparison to the engines of today. It was called the 
“Old Eagle’’ and considered wonderful at that time. 


MICHAEL DONAHUE 


Michael Donahue was born in Glasgow, Scotland, on 
February 9, 1817, came to this country in 1830, worked in 
foundries in various cities of the East for some time, then 
went South and worked on steamboats. In 1846 he enlisted 
in the Mexican War, remained in the service for one 
year, then built a foundry for the Government at the 
mouth of the Rio Grande, and stayed there doing 
government work and repairing steamboats till the close 
of the war. Then he went to California and built the first 
foundry and melted the first iron in that part of the 
country. 








In 1854, he came to Davenport, lowa, and bought a 
foundry there. He manufactured steam engines, mill — 
gearing, corn mills, etc. In 1873, Mr. Donahue and his 
brother, Peter, built the Davenport Water Works of 
which Michael became president. Peter went on to San 
Francisco, California, and was the owner of the San 
Francisco and Pacific Railroad, also a line of boats. “apes 
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Michael Donahue was Mayor of Davenport for two years, 
1867 and 1868 respectively. He married Miss Ester A. 
Alexander and had two children, Mamie and James. 





MICHAEL DONAHUE 


In an old newpaper clipping that is yellowed with age 
and becoming very fragile the date February 23 (year 
not known), it reads: ‘‘Love will find a way” with hearts. 
Love found a name for Donahue. With the robust band of 
railroad workmen who built the right of way through 
what is now Donahue was a man named Michael 
Donahue, a happy Irishman.

CLAUS ROHWER 


The land upon which the town of Donahue was built 
belonged to only three men. They were Claus Rohwer, 
Abraham Curtis, and William Steward and their farm 
land adjoined if. 


The oldest settler to come to this area was Claus Roh- 
wer and he was also the first retired farmer to live in the 
town of Donahue. He was born in Germany in 1819 as was 
his wife, the former Margaret Koehler in 1825. Mr. Roh- 
wer came to America in 1848, Miss Koehler in 1853, and 
they were married in Scott County in 1854. 


Mr. Rohwer began work as a laborer, later started 
farming and was soon able to purchase 143 acres of land 
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Mr. and Mrs. Claus Rohwer 
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in Allen’‘s Grove Township; the land on which part of 
Donahue was built. He engaged in farming all his life and 
in time to come owned 1400 acres and gave each of his 
five children a good farm. 


Their eldest daughter, Mary, became the wife of Frank 
Keppy, Sr.; Jette married Charles Thodt, and Sophia 
married Emil Burmeister. A son, Henry, resided in 
Allen’s Grove Township and Ernest in Hickory Grove. 








ABRAHAM CURTIS 


Born in 1817, Abraham Curtis came to the midwest 
with his wife in 1851. With Scott County as his destination 
he purchased considerable land from the government 
in this area. He owned all the ground that joins the town 
to the south and east. Along the road going east out of 
Donahue, Rohwer owned the ground on the north, Curtis 
on the south. Part of the town was built on some of his 
land as was the depot and the elevator buildings. He also 
purchased 160 acres of government land in Hickory 
Grove Township just south of Donahue at $4 per acre. It 
was wild prairie then but he at once began to break the 
sod and started cultivation. He retired from active farm

life in 1881 but during this period he had become owner of 
500 acres in Scott County and 400 acres in Illinois. 


They had a son, George, who later had a store in Long 
Grove, a daughter, Anna, who married and moved to 
New York, and a daughter, Abbie, who married a Dr. J. 
A. Dosh of Stuart, lowa. 


The first farm place south of town now owned by Emil 


Fahrenkrog was purchased in 1947 from the Roy Dosh 
estate whose mother was Abbie, daughter of Abraham 
Curtis. 


The second farm place south of Donahue was also 
owned by him andis just over the line from Allen’s Grove 
Township in Hickory Grove. This farm stayed in the 
Curtis family except for a period of about 40 years. 


Roy Curtis lived there for many years; owned if then 
sold it, and recently bought it back again. His son, 
Robert, now lives there and his son, Carl, is the fifth 
generation of Curtis’s to live there. 








WILLIAM STEWARD 


William Steward, born 1827, came to this country from 
England in 1850. He arrived in New York with his mother 
and his wife who he had married three weeks previously.

He had one shilling in cash, two good watches, and 
some silver spoons which they sold to get enough cash to 
get them to Rochester. He worked there as a carpenter 
for six years and reached Davenport the fall of 1857. He 
again worked as a carpenter and in 1860 he rented a tract 
of Land in Allen’s Grove Township, part of which the 


town of Donahue now stands. All he possessed to start 


farming was a good team of horses. For eight years he 
leased the farm, which consisted of a quarter section of 
land. About 1868 he bought it and as his financial 
resources increased he bought more land until he owned 
480 acres. He retired in 1889 and then his son, Charles, 
who married Naomi Snyder lived there. Their children 
were Guy, Rudolph, Frank, and Edith and Edna, now 
Mrs. Wulf and Mrs. Untiedt. 


Their farm home on the north edge of town now oc- 


cupied by the Ronald Stoltenberg’s was built in 1871. 


It was built the same year as the Allen’s Grove No. 1 


school which was just down the road, both one hundred 


years old. 
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Michael Donahue was Mayor of Davenport for two years, 
1867 and 1868 respectively.

CLAUS ROHWER 


The land upon which the town of Donahue was built 
belonged to only three men. They were Claus Rohwer, 
Abraham Curtis, and William Steward and their farm 
land adjoined if. 


The oldest settler to come to this area was Claus Roh- 
wer and he was also the first retired farmer to live in the 
town of Donahue. He was born in Germany in 1819 as was 
his wife, the former Margaret Koehler in 1825. Mr. Roh- 
wer came to America in 1848, Miss Koehler in 1853, and 
they were married in Scott County in 1854. 


Mr. Rohwer began work as a laborer, later started 
farming and was soon able to purchase 143 acres of land

Phineas Curtis, who played a big part in establishing 
the town of Donahue, was born in 1830 and arrived in 
Scott County in 1851. 


After teaching in Buffalo Township, he took up the 
occupation of farming, purchasing a quarter section of 
land in Allen’s Grove Township near Donahue for one 
dollar an acre. He served as assessor for several years 
and was also made collector of the money to build 
schoolhouses. He also filled the position of justice of the 
peace for a long period and when he put aside the duties 
of general farming in 1872 he purchased a small stock of 
goods and opened a general store in Donahue. He con- 
ducted this business successfully for ten years, then sold

out and built tile works at Allen’s Grove. He operated this 
plant for six years then disposed of if. 


For twelve years he served as postmaster of Donahue 
and was also station agent and express agent on the 
Davenport and St. Paul Railroad for two years. He was 
married toa Miss Laura Fuller also of Allen’s Grove and 
it is thought by some that she was the first white female 
child born in Scott County. 


While employed as agent for the railroad he engaged in 
the merchantile business and in 1874 to meet the 
demands of his trade, he removed his old storeroom and 
erected a much larger building in its place. In 1890 he 
moved to Davenport. 
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FRANK KEPPY SR. 


Frank Keppy Sr. was one of the early settlers in the 
town of Donahue.

In 1872 Phineas Curtis purchased a small stock of

Donahue Savings Bank 


Need for a bank was in evidence early in the present 
century and in 1904 the Donahue Savings Bank was 
organized. 


Located inone of the richest farming communities and 
with a steady growing local trade, the need of better 
banking facilities was felt. On June 16, 1904, the Donahue 
Savings Bank was incorporated with an initial stock 
capital of $10,000. The first Board of Directors were G. F. 
Burmeister, President; Frank Keppy, Sr., Vice 
President; Henry Klindt, Emil Fellner, G. C. Mohr, 
Henry Schuldt, and Henry Meyer. Frank C. Keppy was 
cashier, the position he held until 1925. Phil Dietz was 
cashier from 1925 to 1931. 


The bank was opened on August 5, 1904, in part of Mr. 
Keppy’s Store. In February, 1907, the bank moved into its 
own beautiful building with a large modern vault and 
safety department. 


In 1912, Donahue claimed to be the richest town in 
these parts, proportionately, an honor that up to that 
time was accorded to Walcott in Scott County. By the 
census of 1910 Donahue had but 64 persons. In August, 
1912, the bank’s deposits were $304,000 or an average of 
nearly $5000 per capita. Unfortunately, however, not 
everyone of the townspeople could check out such an 
amount of money. Donahue being in the center of a 
territory of unsurpassed agriculture riches, the wealth in 
the bank was mostly the property of farmers and other 
business men. 
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DONAHUE SAVINGS BANK 


On May 21, 1931, Walter E. Paustian, formerly of 
Walcott, took over the duties as the new cashier of the 
Donahue Bank and has been there for 40 years now.

U.S. Post Office—Donahue 


The United States Post Office of Donahue, lowa, 52746, 
is located on the east side of Main Street in the heart of 
the business district. Howard Cronkleton is the post- 
master. It services a forty-three mile rural route served 
by James H. Schroeder. 


The first post office in the Donahue area was located 
about four miles west of town in Allen’s Grove. With the 
coming of the railroad and the establishing of the town, 
the post office was moved to Donahue. 


The first postmaster in Donahue was Hiram Stoaks, 
appointed in 1872. The postmaster to hold the office the 
longest time was Louis Keppy. He served from March 14, 
1919, until September 29, 1949, thirty years and six and a 
half months. Louis succeeded his father as postmaster. 


All this time the post office was located in Keppy’s 
Store. In 1949, Howard Cronkleton was appointed post- 
master. The Post Office was then moved to Denk’s 
Garage where it stayed two years until the building 
between Keppy’s Store and the Donahue Bank was 
remodeled to serve as the post office. 


The rural route has been served by various carriers 
including Simon Vilmont, Herman Fahrenkrog, Frank 
Dittmer, Harry Cronkleton, and the present carrier, 
James Schroeder. 


Harry Cronkleton served the route the longest serving 
thirty-six years from March 16, 1921, until September 30,

1957. The last eight years were with his son, Howard, as 
Postmaster.

Donahue Incorporated, 1909 


Following the example of other small towns in Scott 
County and other parts of lowa, Donahue took steps in 
1909 to organize as a town, in order to be enabled to 
license saloons under the mulct law, for the convenience 
of the many people doing business there, and also to get a 
part of the annual mulct tax paid by saloons to the County 
Treasury. A petition for the purpose of incorporation was 
filed with the District Court on February 23, that year, 
and on the following day Judge Bollinger appointed a 
commission of five citizens to arrange for an election on 
the proposition. 


Those commissioners were F. C. Keppy, G. F. Bur- 
meister, George Holcomb, Henry Wuestenberg, and F. 
B. Blackman. The election was held April 12, and the 
proposition carried unanimously. There were 25 votes 
cast for incorporation and none against. It is a known 
fact that several young men in the community stayed 
with residents of the town for several weeks to be eligible 





to vote so they would be certain to get enough votes. 
Those voting were: John Willer, Christ Lund, C. Schrum, 
George Holcomb, H. Volkers, A. Klindt, L. A. Keppy, 
William C. Fahrenkrog, Hinrich Wiese, Chris Rohwer, E. 
Runde, F. B. Blackman, William Ebendorf, C. C. Bur- 
meister, Emil Hoffmann, J. A. Hendricksen, Claus Roh- 
wer, Frank Keppy, Sr., Herman Fahrenkrog, Henry 
Grill, Frank C. Keppy, Frank Maloney.

Donahue Percheron Horse Company 


Pioneer farming wasn’t easy and methods and 
machinery were crude. Slowly but surely they started to 
improve soil and farming practices, secured better seeds 
and higher grade livestock. A group of farmers in the 
area realized the advantages of good horses and put up 
money to purchase pure bred stallions. Thus was formed 
the Donahue Percheron Horse Company with Frank C. 
Keppy as its treasurer. Gaod horses were an asset in the 
olden days when tractors were still unheard of. 





Physicians 


Though actually just a village a young Dr. Padgham 
came here in about 1909 but he only stayed a year. 


In 1911, Dr. Lawrence F. Sullivan only 31 years old and 
just married, moved here from Marengo, lowa, and 
continued his practice. He was a graduate from the State 
University of lowa Medical School in 1904, and was a 
native of Downey, lowa. His wife, the former Mary 
Corcoran, was a registered nurse and assisted him 
whenever necessary. They lived in a modest home that 
included his office, but later they built a new home which 
included a larger office with modern equipment and a 
convenient waiting room. He had built up a huge practice 
by that time and needed more space. 


However, after 41 years of practice and dedication to 
the town and cummunity surrounding it, his health began 
to fail and he retired and they moved to Florida where 
they had purchased a home. He returned to lowa just a 
year later and after a three week’s illness he died at 
Mercy Hospital in Davenport on August 10, 1953. He was 
73 years of age then. 


Dr. and Mrs. Sullivan had one daughter, Myra, who 
married a Dr. Robert Fitzgerald and lived in River 
Forest, Illinois, a suburb of Chicago. She died of a brain 
tumor on May 23, 1963. Mrs. L. F. Sullivan died on May 
18, 1970. All three are buried in Mount Calvary Cemetery 
in Davenport.

After Dr. Sullivan’s retirement the town felt the effects 
of being without a doctor for the first time in 41 years. It 


was finally decided to make it worthwhile for some 
promising young doctor to make his start. So plans were 
made to build a clinic with lots of space and modern 
conveniences. 


Money for a new clinic was raised by subscription and 
in 1961 a very fine building was put up on the Main Street. 
It consists of seven rooms, an office, and a large 
reception room. 


Thomas Cronkleton, a local boy who was born and 
raised in Donahue and who had graduated from Medical 
School at lowa City, was the first doctor in charge of it. 
After about one year he joined a clinic in Davenport and 
Dr. E. L. Wallace, a young Osteopath came to Donahue 
on a part-time basis. He was with a clinic in Davenport 
but came out on Tuesday and Thursday evenings and 
Wednesday and Saturday afternoons.

Fire Destroys Prosperous Business 


In 1903 G. F. Burmeister built a hotel and dance hall 
but in 1906 sold it to Albert Klindt. Owner for 15 years, 
Klindt then sold it to Warren Dallenbach of Davenport, in 
1921. A year later he sold it to Vic. Keiffert. On the 
morning of February 5, 1923, after a masquerade dance, 
the place burned down, a great blow to the town. The 
barbershop which was managed by Oscar Bruensing was 
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AL KLINDT‘S SAMPLE ROOM 
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also destroyed by the fire, it being next to the hotel. 


The disaster occurred when the temperature was down 
to 11 degrees and although the volunteer fire department 
succeeded in preventing the spread of the flames, it could 
not save the hotel and dance hall. Several roomers at the 
place were rescued with ropes, while others jumped from 
second story windows. Loss was estimated at $25,000. 


In 1931, a new dance hall was built by William Goettsch 
in the same location where the other one had been. The 
opening dance was held on December 6, 1931. It was a 
large two story building, 40’ x 60’, with a tavern, barber 
shop, and large dining and kitchen area on the first floor 
and the dance hall and stage on the second. 


Goettsch sold it to Mr. and Mrs. Walter Lorber, and 
they took possession on January 1, 1941. The Lorbers’ 
dispensed with the dining area and made that part into 
living quarters. 


On May 1, 1945, Mr. and Mrs. Herman Buttschau took 
over the management of it and had it for four years. In

U.S. Post Office—Donahue 


The United States Post Office of Donahue, lowa, 52746, 
is located on the east side of Main Street in the heart of 
the business district. Howard Cronkleton is the post- 
master. It services a forty-three mile rural route served 
by James H. Schroeder. 


The first post office in the Donahue area was located 
about four miles west of town in Allen’s Grove. With the 
coming of the railroad and the establishing of the town, 
the post office was moved to Donahue. 


The first postmaster in Donahue was Hiram Stoaks, 
appointed in 1872. The postmaster to hold the office the 
longest time was Louis Keppy. He served from March 14, 
1919, until September 29, 1949, thirty years and six and a 
half months. Louis succeeded his father as postmaster. 


All this time the post office was located in Keppy’s 
Store. In 1949, Howard Cronkleton was appointed post- 
master. The Post Office was then moved to Denk’s 
Garage where it stayed two years until the building 
between Keppy’s Store and the Donahue Bank was 
remodeled to serve as the post office. 


The rural route has been served by various carriers 
including Simon Vilmont, Herman Fahrenkrog, Frank 
Dittmer, Harry Cronkleton, and the present carrier, 
James Schroeder. 


Harry Cronkleton served the route the longest serving 
thirty-six years from March 16, 1921, until September 30, 





POST OFFICE Since 1960 
1957. The last eight years were with his son, Howard, as 
Postmaster. 


In 1960 the new Post Office building was built on Main 
Street and the quarters were occupied September, 1960. 





Donahue Incorporated, 1909 


Following the example of other small towns in Scott 
County and other parts of lowa, Donahue took steps in 
1909 to organize as a town, in order to be enabled to 
license saloons under the mulct law, for the convenience 
of the many people doing business there, and also to get a 
part of the annual mulct tax paid by saloons to the County 
Treasury. A petition for the purpose of incorporation was 
filed with the District Court on February 23, that year, 
and on the following day Judge Bollinger appointed a 
commission of five citizens to arrange for an election on 
the proposition. 


Those commissioners were F. C. Keppy, G. F. Bur- 
meister, George Holcomb, Henry Wuestenberg, and F. 
B. Blackman. The election was held April 12, and the 
proposition carried unanimously. There were 25 votes 
cast for incorporation and none against. It is a known 
fact that several young men in the community stayed 
with residents of the town for several weeks to be eligible 





to vote so they would be certain to get enough votes. 
Those voting were: John Willer, Christ Lund, C. Schrum, 
George Holcomb, H. Volkers, A. Klindt, L. A. Keppy, 
William C. Fahrenkrog, Hinrich Wiese, Chris Rohwer, E. 
Runde, F. B. Blackman, William Ebendorf, C. C. Bur- 
meister, Emil Hoffmann, J. A. Hendricksen, Claus Roh- 
wer, Frank Keppy, Sr., Herman Fahrenkrog, Henry 
Grill, Frank C. Keppy, Frank Maloney. 


On May 1, 1909, the first town election was held and the 
following town officers were elected: 
Frank C. Keppy, Mayor 
George Holcomb, Clerk 
Charles Burmeister, Treasurer 
Henry Wuestenberg, Assessor 


Councilmen were: L. A. Keppy, Anton Uhimann, 
Herman Fahrenkrog, Frank Keppy, Sr., John 


Hinricksen. 
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Once A Prominent Shipping Center 


Donahue was a flourishing shipping center at one time. 
Al Klindt was an extensive shipper of poultry, livestock, 
potatoes, onions, and apples and Frank Keppy Sr. bought 
and sold livestock. 


Farmers living near the town would drive cattle into 
the stock yards for loading and wagons bringing in hogs 
were known fo line up as far as the Donahue hill waiting 
their turn to unload. 


As many as four or five buyers came in to buy potatoes 
from farmers and ship them by rail. Farmers would haul 
them in by wagonloads, run them over a grader (hand 
cranked), and then they sacked them. John Rochau, 
(Mrs. Erwin Keppy’s grandfather) was one of the big 
producers planting about 16 acres every year. He once 
made a comment he could make his rent off of potatoes. 


Onions were raised down near the river just south of 
the area where you drive into the camps. 


During the era of about 1910 to 1918, onion raising 
became quite prominent in the bottom lands of the 
Wapsie River. 


A side-track or spur had been constructed out on the 
Drummond farm So railroad cars could be switched in to 
load them. 


As close as can be established at this time around 
thirty-seven acres were put in onions with an estimated 
forty carloads per year being shipped out. 


The Drummonds were a familiar name in this industry 


and there were six of them. 


There was Charley, Mike, Barney, Clarence, Howard, 


and Marvin; also Harold Hesse, John Reisse, John, 


Howard, and Albert Zogg, August Hesse, William and 
Howard Steward, Albert Hoffman, Walter Holtam, 


William Power, Louis Meckel, and Pete Matzen. 


As Donahue became a shipping point of prominence 
the Farmer’s Union Cooperative Marketing Association 
became quite active. In 1929, it was reported the 
Association alone had shipped out livestock valued at 
approximately $165,000.

As highways became surfaced and more and bigger 
trucks became available the shipping era came to an end 
and in 1957 the last two cars of hogs were shipped out of 
Donahue by Otto Stienhagen who resided north of town at 
that time. 





History Of Donahue Schools 


Donahue never had its own school right in the town. 
The school house was a half mile north of town and was 
built in 1871. 


Mr. Jacob Allen was the first teacher of Donahue 
School, called Allen’s Grove No. 1. 


School children sat on slab benches and wrote on black 
boards which were fastened to the walls by wooden pins. 


The schools were heated with pot-bellied stoves, using 
mostly wood for fuel. Water had to be carried in from a 
pump. 

Allen’s Grove had six schools, the township being 
divided into districts. Each school was known by num- 
ber, Numbers 1 through 6. Each school had a director 
whose duty it was to hire a teacher and usually he would 
be the one to furnish room and board, for which he was 
paid a fee, of course. 


At the head of the township was a school board con- 
sisting of President, Secretary, Treasurer and director 
at large. It was their duty to see to the repairs of the 
buildings, set teachers’ salaries and pay them each 
month. 


It was also the director’s duty to clean the school house 
at the beginning of the school year and see that the grass 
was cut on the school yard. He also had to keep the supply

of fuel on hand for the stove. 


In the late 1940’s, the schools finally had stokers in- 
stalled which was quite an improvement in heating the 
buildings. A few years later telephones were installed; 
also automatic pumps and they had running water for the 
first time. After that came indoor facilities. 


In 1948, the Allen’s Grove School Board decided to buy ~ 
a bus and bus the high school students. Heretofore some

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parents furnished cars and would make up a load of 
students in their neighborhoods to cut individual ex- 
penses. Most of them went to Davenport High, now 
Known as Davenport Central. In the northwest part of the 
township some went to Wheatland. Some went to DeWitt 
while others attended parochial schools. 


All these high school students had to pay tuition to 
these schools which the township board paid. This ex- 
pense and the bus service came to quite a sum of money 
every year and in about 1950 a reorganization program 
was started, to have our own centrally located high 
school in the county. This included other townships who 
were having the same problems. 


It took several years for this reorganization to be 
completed. Decisions had to be made what districts 
wanted to be included and boundary lines drawn up and 
so forth. 


It was finally decided to build a new high school in 
Eldridge as that was almost the center and in the fall of 
1958, it was ready for classes. It was named The North 
Scott Community Junior-Senior High School. 


After the high school was opened the elementary 
classes were still held in the old schools but the children 
were bussed according to the grades in each particular 
school. That is, certain grades were assigned to the in- 
dividual schools and instead of teaching all 8 grades as 
the teachers had done before, they then taught only one 
grade. 


In 1967, four new elementary schools were opened and 


at its regular meeting on October 10, 1967, the North Scott 
Board of Education named the four new North Scott 
Elementary Schools in honor of the American 
Astronauts, who have achieved historic “‘firsts’’ in space. 
The names to be assigned to particular buildings were 


drawn randomly by board members from among the 


names of eligible astronauts. 


The second name was drawn by board member 
Harland Rohlk, who drew for the school at Donahue, thus 
calling it the John Glenn Elementary School, Donahue, 
lowa. John Glenn, Jr., was the first American to orbit the 
earth in a manned spacecraft. 


Stage 1: Students moved into the original four 
classrooms at Glenn in January, 1967. There were about 
120 students, with one class each of kindergarten, first, 
second, and third grades. 


Stage 2: Three additional classrooms were added and 
moved into September, 1967. Students increased, giving a 
total of 190, with two sections each of kindergarten, first, 
second, and third grades. 


Stage 3: Additional space was added and moved info, 
September, 1970. 260 students attended, with two sections 
each of kindergarten, first, second, third, fourth, and 
fifth grades. 


Stage 4: In September of 1971, two sixth grade classes 
will be added. There is now kindergarten through sixth 
grade and about 325 - 335 students attending the John 
Glenn School.

Rohlk Lumber And Grain Company 


The first lumber company was owned and operated by 
Mueller Lumber Co. of Davenport. The yard was bought 
by Gus F. Burmeister. He was joined by C. C. Bur- 
meister, who later bought the business in 1901. 


In 1908 two young men, William Goettsch and Grover 
Rohlk, worked for Mr. Burmeister for two years and then 
bought the business in 1910. They had plans to expand 
and started a new elevator in the winter of 1914 and 1915. 
A new lumber and storage building was also builf. 
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Mr. aa Pare’ William Goettsch 
(left) and Mr. and Mrs. Grover Rohlk. 


In 1910 there were only two employees, Grover Rohlk 
and William Goettsch, while later Frank Frederichs, 
Albert Roehlk, Carl Erickson and Delbert Marti were 
employed. 


About 1924 they bought the implement business and it 
is told, Rohlk and Goettsch bought 10 - 20 International 
steel wheel tractors by the train load and stored tractors 
inall available places. The implement business later was 


sold to Hesse and Wuestenberg now owned and operated 
by P. and W. 

With more ideas in mind they bought the BENT: in 
Dixon which later became Dixon Co-op. 

In the early 1930’s, Goettsch sold out of the company 
after which it became Rohlk Lumber and Grain Co. 

In about 1936, Harland Rohlk became associated with 
his father, Grover. 

Besides being dealers in lumber and grain they have 
gone into the building of homes. 

They recall their first complete building project was 
the barn on the Peter Wiese farm, now occupied by 
Aaron Kluever. Lumber sold for $26.00 a thousand while 
cement was $1.90 a barrel. 





P & W Implement 


The Implement Shop building was built by Louis Beyer 
in the early 1900’s. 


Beyer was in the implement business until 1921 when 
he sold out to Tibbet and Littlefield from Hopkinton. 
They sold it to Chris Grill in 1922 and that same year H. 
H. Schneckloth bought it. After that Rohlk and Goettsch 
owned it and once again Louis Beyer managed it for 
them. 


In 1931 Harold Hesse and Arnold Wuestenberg bought 
it but in 1933 they dissolved partnership and Harold 
Hesse operated it under the name of Harold O. Hesse 
Implements until March 1, 1950. Then Charles Gregoire 
and LaVerne Denahy bought it and it was called D and G 
Implement Co. On June 1, 1955, Denahy left the part- 
nership and the business was operated as Gregoire and 
Son Implements. 


On September 15, 1956, Jerry Petersen and Eugene 


Wuestenberg bought it and called it P and W Implement 
Co.

H. and J. Garage is located on Main Street at the north 
end of the business district. It is a garage and service 
station selling Phillips gas and oils. All kinds of 
automotive repair and tune ups are done, along with 
welding. 


The predecessors of H. and J. Garage date back to 1915 
when William Goettsch and Grover Rohlk, doing 
business as Rohlk and Goettsch, bought the ground from 
Charles B. and Marion Steward and built the garage 
building. The building was 60 x 40 with living quarters 
overhead. 


Chris Grill and Adolph Denk purchased the business in 
1917 and continued the garage operation. Chris Grill left 
the partnership and Adolph Denk continued the business 
being known as Denk’‘s Garage. Alvin Denk succeeded 
his father in the garage operation. During the span of 
years it was Denk’s Garage, new and used cars were 
sold, the last of which was Chevrolet. 


In 1948 the building was remodeled with the living 
quarters removed and overhead doors installed in the 
front. 


In July, 1951, Howard and Joe Cronkleton purchased 
the business and changed the name to H. and J. Garage. 


They have tried to continue the business in the old 
tradition, advancing with the times but giving honest, 
efficient service. 





Fahrenkrog Accounting 
And Tax Service 


Opportune army assignments combined with early job 
experience in banking, bookkeeping for private firms 
and 5 years accounting and tax experience witha C.P.A. 
firm prepared the way for starting “‘Fahrenkrog Ac- 
counting and. Tax Service’ in 1962. ina basement room 
of the home at 206 2nd Avenue, Donahue, lowa. The 
business offers community service in these categories. 


Many changes have taken place to date. The office has 
been modernized and enlarged; the manual typewriter 
had been replaced by the electric, the simple adding 
machine by the complex electronic calculator; carbon 
paper by a photo copier, and most accounting 
proceedures are eliminated by the use of a computer. 


Mrs. Fahrenkrog is schooled in office procedures and 
office machines and works with her husband, Walter. 


They employ two additional bookkeepers. 





Karstens Insurance 


The Karstens Insurance Agency was started in 
February of 1930 when Frank J. Karstens moved from 


his farm into Donahue and bought into the Raymond 




















































Wuestenberg Agency. Several years later Mr. 
Wuestenberg sold his remaining interest to Mr. Karstens 
and moved to West Liberty, lowa, and Mr. Karstens 
operated the agency in his home in Donahve. 


After several years Mr. Karstens opened an office in 
Northwest Davenport and in 1942 he moved the office to 
Strunck’s St. Louis House building at 208 Ripley Street 
where it is still in operation at this time. 


In 1946 Albert L. Karstens joined his father in the 
agency and in 1956 Frank J. retired and Albert L. took 
over the entire operation. The agency sells all lines of 
casualty and fire insurance and represents 12 insurance 
companies. 





Telephone Service 


The town of Donahue has always been furnished 
telephone service by the Eldridge Phone Co. now called 
Central Scott Telephone Co. 


In the early 1900’s anyone wanting a telephone had to 
buy a share of stock for $35. You would then have free use 
of the system provided, however that you pay your share 
of all debts incurred by the directors in building and 
maintaining the telephone company. 


We have come a long way from the hand cranked 
wooden phone box on the wall to the underground dial 
system we have today. 


In 1957 reconstruction of lines was begun and con- 
version to dial phones followed and on April 12, 1958, the 
“‘cytover’’ to dial phones and free service to Davenport 
was established. 


More expansion and construction followed and on 
August 24, 1968, the company went to all private service. 
The cut-over date for the Donahue Exchange was 
December 21, 1968. 


Water Works 


Land was purchased on January 9, 1959 for a well site. 
A complete and modern underground pressure system 
with a pump and 3000 gallon underground storage tank 
was installed and after completion of water main work, 
was Officially palced in service on September 1, 1960. 





A lagoon for a sewer system was started in September, 
1969. It is located just west of town. Main construction 
followed shortly and was completed on March 18, 1970.

A 
real good turnout was recorded that night and the 
proceeds were more than hoped for. Beard and shaving 
permits, also cosmetic buttons went on sale aft that time. 


About 500 were served at the Donahue Centennial 
Chicken supper on Friday, June 11 at the Donahue Park. 
Rain failed to dampen the spirits of the committee and 


those attending the supper and dance. 


Kid’s Daze

place at the Donahue ball park on June 26. 


The committee had worked long and hard in making 
the stuffed animals for the prizes, along with the 
organization of the many booths. 


Sack races for both girls and boys, baseball throws, 
and an old fashioned shoe kick were some of the events. 


King and queen for the affair were Joel Soenksen, 9 
years old of Baraboo, Wisconsin, and Deanna Claussen, 
also 9 of Eldridge. Joel is the son of Mr. and Mrs. Jerry 
Soenksen, formerly of Donahue, and also a grandson of 
the Vernon Stewards, and Deanna the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Ralph Claussen of Eldridge. 


Angela Keppy, daughter of David Keppy of Donahue, 
won the bubble gum guessing contest. She received a 
large stuffed elephant. 


Sailboat races, dart throwing, fishing pond, along with 
a bake sale and white elephant sale rounded out the af- 
ternoon of fun for not only the kids, but ‘‘moms and dads” 
as well.

First lumber company owned and operated by Mueller Lumber Comnnanye 


Rohlk Lumber And Grain Company 


The first lumber company was owned and operated by 
Mueller Lumber Co. of Davenport. The yard was bought 
by Gus F. Burmeister. He was joined by C. C. Bur- 
meister, who later bought the business in 1901. 


In 1908 two young men, William Goettsch and Grover 
Rohlk, worked for Mr. Burmeister for two years and then 
bought the business in 1910. They had plans to expand 
and started a new elevator in the winter of 1914 and 1915. 
A new lumber and storage building was also builf. 
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Mr. aa Pare’ William Goettsch 
(left) and Mr. and Mrs. Grover Rohlk. 


In 1910 there were only two employees, Grover Rohlk 
and William Goettsch, while later Frank Frederichs, 
Albert Roehlk, Carl Erickson and Delbert Marti were 
employed. 


About 1924 they bought the implement business and it 
is told, Rohlk and Goettsch bought 10 - 20 International 
steel wheel tractors by the train load and stored tractors 
inall available places. The implement business later was 


sold to Hesse and Wuestenberg now owned and operated 
by P. and W. 

With more ideas in mind they bought the BENT: in 
Dixon which later became Dixon Co-op. 

In the early 1930’s, Goettsch sold out of the company 
after which it became Rohlk Lumber and Grain Co. 

In about 1936, Harland Rohlk became associated with 
his father, Grover. 

Besides being dealers in lumber and grain they have 
gone into the building of homes. 

They recall their first complete building project was 
the barn on the Peter Wiese farm, now occupied by 
Aaron Kluever. Lumber sold for $26.00 a thousand while 
cement was $1.90 a barrel. 





P & W Implement 


The Implement Shop building was built by Louis Beyer 
in the early 1900’s. 


Beyer was in the implement business until 1921 when 
he sold out to Tibbet and Littlefield from Hopkinton. 
They sold it to Chris Grill in 1922 and that same year H. 
H. Schneckloth bought it. After that Rohlk and Goettsch 
owned it and once again Louis Beyer managed it for 
them. 


In 1931 Harold Hesse and Arnold Wuestenberg bought 
it but in 1933 they dissolved partnership and Harold 
Hesse operated it under the name of Harold O. Hesse 
Implements until March 1, 1950. Then Charles Gregoire 
and LaVerne Denahy bought it and it was called D and G 
Implement Co. On June 1, 1955, Denahy left the part- 
nership and the business was operated as Gregoire and 
Son Implements. 


On September 15, 1956, Jerry Petersen and Eugene 


Wuestenberg bought it and called it P and W Implement 
Co.

Donahue Fire Department 


The first fire department was organized on October 13, 
1926. They were Adolph Denk, Chief, and A. D. Miller, 
Assistant Chief. Also Elmer Wuestenberg, Louis Beyer, 
D. C. Marti and Dennis Keppy. 


Their first truck was a 4 cylinder Dodge with a 
chemical tank mounted on it. Their first fire house was 
built in 1931. 


The department was reorganized in August, 1938. At 
that time Alvin Denk became Chief and Harland Rohlk, 
Assistant Chief. Other members of the volunteer 
department were Glenn Holcomb, Robert Marti, Glenn 
Miller, Dennis Keppy, L. L. Griffin, Grover Rohik, Frank 
Karstens, Walter Martens, Earl Hesse, Paul Carlin, R. 
Rissler and Harvey Schnoor. 


Up until this time the town maintained the fire house 
and they sold $25 subscriptions to the farmers to buy 
equipment and trucks. Subscription price some years 
later was raised to $75. 


A new two bay fire house was built in 1951. It had a 


meeting room in it also. 


Later the fire department went on taxation and the 


district they serve was designated as Fire District No. 5 
and are supported by a tax levy of 1.5 mills. 


Three trustees of the fire district were elected at that 
time and are now appointed by the supervisors. They are 
Elmer Gronewold, Frank Steward, and Emil 
Fahrenkrog. 


The fire department incorporated in 1970 and the town 
transferred the trucks and equipment to them. They are 
now in the process of constructing a new fire house on the 
north edge of town. A 4-bay station is planned, the 
dimensions being 64’ by 46’. 


Their equipment today includes: (1) A 1957 Ford, 500 


gal. per minute pump. Triple - comb. - pump, 800 gal. 
tank. (2) A 1956 G. M. C. Tanker Power take-off pump, 


1000 gal. size. (3). A 1937 Ford-Pumper, Rotary Pump — 


Power take-off pump, 300 gal. tank. They also have a 
resuscitator.

American Legion 


An application for issuance of a charter for the for- 
mation of a Post at Donahue, to be known as Donahue 
Post, Department of lowa, Post No. 532, was drawn up on 
the 22nd day of October, 1920.

The meetings were first held at the old Donahue 
Saloon, until it burnt down in February, 1923, after which 
meetings were held in the hall above Denk’s Garage, 
(now H. and J Garage) and also above the old Keppy’s 
Store. 


In the early 1930’s when the William Goettsch Hall was 
built, the meeting place was then established there until 
March, 1968, when the Post rented the old Allen’s Grove 
No. 1 School which is still their present home. 


Henry D. Fahrenkrog was the first commander and 
Raymond Wuestenberg the first adjutant. 


Two of the four World War | Veterans that are still 
with the Post were given Life Memberships in March, 
1961, they being Albert Runge and Harold Hesse. Harry 
Cronkleton and Elmer Hoffmann received theirs in 1968. 
The Post has started to issue 25 year pins this past year. 


The first World War I| Veteran to join the Post was 
Arnold Grill in 1943. The second was Arnold Engler in 
1945. 


In August, 1943, the Post, along with Donahue Sport- - 


smen’s and Businessmen, erected a Flag Pole and Honor 
Roll Board in respect to all area men serving their 
country. 


In 1957, a flag pole and flag was donated and erected in 
the Allen’s Grove Cemetery by Post 532. 


In 1965, on Memorial Day, an Avenue of Flags was 


Post Number 532 


started in the cemetery, those being flags of deceased 
veterans. That year there were 17 flags waving; this past 
year there were 36. 


In 1966, the Post held the 1st Memorial Services in the 
Allen’‘s Grove Cemetery, the first ever held there to 
anyone’s knowledge. 


The name of the Post was officially changed at 
National Headquarters on April 7, 1969, and is now known 
as Larry M. Gronewold Post No. 532. Larry being the 
first casualty from this immediate area of all the wars. 
PFC Larry M. Gronewold, age 22, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Elmer Gronewold died on March 25, 1968, in Vietnam of 
injuries received while on a combat operation. 


A citation was presented to the Elmer Gronewold 
family on July 24, 1969, for accepting the name change. 


The present commander is Grant Sherman. 


The Post celebrated thier 50th or Golden Anniversary 
this past October with a reception in the new auditorium 
at the John Glenn School. 





Legion Auxiliary 


On November 27, 1923, an auxiliary to the Donahue 
Legion Post received its charter. It was the first unit 
organized in Scott County outside the city of Davenport. 


The first meeting was held at the home of Mrs. Grace 
Wuestenberg with 10 charter members present. They 
were Emma Wuestenberg, Grace Wuestenberg, Ethel 
Fahrenkrog, Mary Denk, Anna Whisler, Ursula

Sportsmen’s Club 


In 1934 a group of men interested in the conservation of 
game birds and animals, met and organized the Donahue 
Sportsmen’s Club. 


The first meeting was attended by about a dozen ar- 
dent sportsmen and the first officers elected were: 
Henry Fahrenkrog, President, Walter Lorber, Vice 
President, and Howard Zogg, Secretary and Treasurer. 
Directors were: J. (Willis) Hesse, Louis Keppy, Harold 
Hesse, and James Grell. 


The purpose of the organization was to sponsor a 
program of game conservation and improving hunting 
conditions through the stocking of territory in the vicinity 
of Donahue with game birds. 


On April 23, 1938 the club was incorporated. Men who 
signed the Articles of Incorporation were: Henry 
Fahrenkrog, William Burmeister, Walter Lorber, Louis 
Keppy, J. W. Hesse, Howard E. Cronkleton, and Harold 
Hesse. 


During the first ten years that the club was active it 
raised and released in the neighborhood of 2,500 
pheasants, also a large number of quail; and it was 
through the efforts of the organization that Scott County 
has an open season on this game bird. 


At one time they paid a bounty on fox, but that was 
later discontinued. 


Because of the large membership in the Donahue area 


it was possible to keep nearly all the farms posted until 
the pheasant population had increased to a point where it 
was advisable to have open season. 


The club also sponsored a program of feeding and 
caring for the birds through the winter months. 


The outstanding event of each year of the Donahue 
Sportsmen’s Club is the annual fish fry which is given 
free to all paid up members. 


Preparation of the food is in charge of wives of the 
officers and directors and other members. At the last fish 
fry held on December 1, 1970, they served 950 Ibs. of fish 
to nearly 900 members. 


Along with the fish they serve french fried potatoes, 
cabbage salad, bread and butter, and coffee. There is no 
limit on the number of helpings. 


In addition to the fish fry a monthly meeting is held at 
which refreshments are served and which is open to all 
members. 


In the early days of the club the fish fry and annual 
meeting were combined but due to the large crowds 
attending, the two were separated and the election is now 


held at the regular meeting in January. At this meeting — 


they serve oyster stew and chili. 


A Junior Sportsmen’‘s Club was formed at one time but 


due to extra school activities when the area had their own 
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high school, also 4-H to which most boys belonged, it was 
eventually abolished. 


In 1965 due to the increased interest in Little League 
baseball, the club leased a tract of land adjoining the 
town of Donahue to the south. 


They graded it and made a ball diamond with their 
own donated help. The following year they put up a new 
back stop and field fences and purchased a mower to 
keep the area cut and trimmed. 


In 1967 they put up a 30 x 60 shelter and added picnic 
tables. 


The club sponsors Little Leagues of all ages and fur- 
nishes uniforms and all their equipment. 


A year ago ball park lights were installed and they‘ve 
also run a water line to the park. 


Other recent projects were to build a bridge across the 
creek, enclosure installed in the shelter to serve food and 
soft drinks, bleachers were purchased; also a public 
address system. 


A fiag pole was added last summer which was donated 
by Harry Stutt of Eldridge. 


Last but not least the club sponsors an over 30 (age that 
is) softball team. 


Officers for 1971 are: Ronald Stoltenberg, President, 
and Lyndon Koberg, Secretary and Treasurer. Derryl 
Baustian, Vice President. 


Emil Fahrenkrog, who was the club‘s president for

At this year’s Camp Fire Girls Birthday Week in 
March, one of Donahue’s senior citizens, Frank Kar- 
stens, was honored for his 25 years of work in this 
organization. 


He is Known as Uncle Frank, Daddy Frank, Mr. Camp 
Fire, and of course, Grandpa, to so many girls he 
couldn’t begin to count them. 


In 1942 he acquired land from Mrs. Alice Grell and with 
the help of the Davenport Lion‘s Club, started Camp Ses- 
kome, which means ‘‘young Girls Haven.’ 


seventy-five acres, consisting of a grove of very fine 
timber, was leased for 25 years at $1 an acre. Men from 
surrounding farms, others from Donahue, even some 
firemen helped clear some of the area for the first group 
of Camp Fire girls. 


Mr. and Mrs. Karstens sponsored 32 girls who used 
only teepes at that time.

It occupies 94 acres of gorgeous woods and rolling hills. 
Forty-one acres are now owned outright by the Camp. 

The story of Camp Fire is based on Indian lore, life 
outdoors, and to understand Nature at its best. 

There’s a lodge with a large dining room anda kitchen, 
the basement is used for councilors anda workshop and 
there are two fireplaces. 

There are eight cabins that hold 6 girls anda counselor, 
and Blue Bird’s cabin which holds 10 beds, also a nurse’s 
cabin and a cook’s log cabin built on wheels from an old 
threshing machine, now used for a camp executive 
during summer months. 

Another building with showers and indoor facilities has 
a life guard deck. In all there is room for eighty girls at 
one time. 

There are two outdoor fireplaces, one has a chimney 29 
feet high, also designed by Mr. Karstens. 

A 30 x 60 swimming pool which holds 82,000 gallons of 
water and supplied by their own well was built in 1965. 
It’s Mr. Karstens’ pride and joy and incidentally was 
dedicated to him when finished. It cost less than $20,000; 
the Lion’s Club furnishing part of it. 


The camp has a swinging or suspension bridge, the ~ 


only one in Scott County. It is 145 feet long and suspends 
over a deep ravine also designed by Mr. Karstens. 

The old Allen’s Grove school No. 2 which is located at 
the entrance to Camp Ses-kome was purchased in 1968 
and is used for winter activities.

“In Northwest Davenport” 
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Allen’s Grove Cemetery 


A very fine cemetery, as designated by its name, is 
located in Allen’s Grove with its historic timber for a 
background to the north and also the east end. It is Known 
to be the best drained piece of ground for a cemetery in 
scott County. 


It also has the oldest grave in the county. John Dunn 
lies there, who died on July 24, 1816. It is assumed that 
the cemetery was started in the early 1800‘s although 
their oldest records were lost in a fire at the Chris Grell 
home. 


In the far northeast corner is a pyramidal type of 
tombstone with just the inscription ‘‘My wife and child,” 
nothing more. No name and no date. It is very old and 
the writing is barely distinguishable. 


It is not known when the association started but in 
1926, after some years of neglect, a group decided to do 
something about it and they cleaned it up, removing 
stumps and brush and made it what it is today. The 
Association was made up of the following persons: 
William Schnoor, Emil Gosch, H. L. Untiedt, Helen King, 
Herman Wiese, Jule Grell, Claus Jochimsen, Ulrich 
Engler. 


Caretakers were paid from $10 to $15 a year but even so 
they were in trouble financially. At one time they 
collected $1 per lot to help meet expenses. Donations 
were set up in a trust fund but that was not enough. 
Eventually a tax was levied in the township for its sup- 
port and is still being done at the present time with the 
trustees in charge. Trustees are Elmer Wiese, Clarence 





Allen’s Grove Park 


The county purchased a tract of ground from the Hofer 
family to change the course of Mud Creek for the new 
bridge anda new stretch of road leading fo it. 


some clearing needed to be done such as brush, 
stumps, and undergrowth, but there was some excellent 
timber, too. 


After some study by the Conservation Board it was 
decided to leave the trees and make the area into a park. 
This was done in 1967 with no cost to the Conservation 
Board as the County Road Department handled the 
clearing operation. The park extends along both sides of 
the highway and is unique because of the fact there is 
water on three sides. 


It contains ten acres and has become a most popular 
area for camping, fishing, and picnics. 


Boat ramps, grilles, tables and chemical toilets have 
been added and there is electricity. 


At an opening day ceremony it was named “‘Allen’s 
Grove Park.” 


The area has added much to the scenery along the 
highway as you drive over the new bridge and see a well

Cemetery Renovated 


Much interest is being shown in renovating a small 
abandoned cemetery known as the Burch Cemetery 
south of Donahue on the blacktop road. About twenty 
volunteers, including Historical Society members 
recently cleaned up the brush and debris after years of 
neglect.

Donahue Fire Department 


The first fire department was organized on October 13, 
1926. They were Adolph Denk, Chief, and A. D. Miller, 
Assistant Chief. Also Elmer Wuestenberg, Louis Beyer, 
D. C. Marti and Dennis Keppy. 


Their first truck was a 4 cylinder Dodge with a 
chemical tank mounted on it. Their first fire house was 
built in 1931. 


The department was reorganized in August, 1938. At 
that time Alvin Denk became Chief and Harland Rohlk, 
Assistant Chief. Other members of the volunteer 
department were Glenn Holcomb, Robert Marti, Glenn 
Miller, Dennis Keppy, L. L. Griffin, Grover Rohik, Frank 
Karstens, Walter Martens, Earl Hesse, Paul Carlin, R. 
Rissler and Harvey Schnoor. 


Up until this time the town maintained the fire house 
and they sold $25 subscriptions to the farmers to buy 
equipment and trucks. Subscription price some years 
later was raised to $75. 


A new two bay fire house was built in 1951. It had a 


meeting room in it also. 


Later the fire department went on taxation and the 


district they serve was designated as Fire District No. 5 
and are supported by a tax levy of 1.5 mills. 


Three trustees of the fire district were elected at that 
time and are now appointed by the supervisors. They are 
Elmer Gronewold, Frank Steward, and Emil 
Fahrenkrog. 


The fire department incorporated in 1970 and the town 
transferred the trucks and equipment to them. They are 
now in the process of constructing a new fire house on the 
north edge of town. A 4-bay station is planned, the 
dimensions being 64’ by 46’. 


Their equipment today includes: (1) A 1957 Ford, 500 


gal. per minute pump. Triple - comb. - pump, 800 gal. 
tank. (2) A 1956 G. M. C. Tanker Power take-off pump, 


1000 gal. size. (3). A 1937 Ford-Pumper, Rotary Pump — 


Power take-off pump, 300 gal. tank. They also have a 
resuscitator.

Lankmark Disappearing 


Another landmark in Scott County is disappearing. The 
Milwaukee Railroad between Eldridge and Dixon is now 
in the process of being removed. 

This route is the same one that was proposed as a 
possible bicycle path, bridle path, and hiking and hunting 
area by the Scott Co. Conservation Board. Because of the 
watchful eye and the protests by the Scott Co. Property 
Taxpayers Ass‘n this proposal was reversed. 


The present owners of the property along the railroad 
right of way will be able to acquire the land through a 
Quit Claim Deed from the railroad if their abstract or 
deed contains the reverter ciause in them. 


With the railroad making a diagonal cut through many 
farms, it will be of reat benefit to be returned to the 
original piece of property. This land helped make the 
railroad possible one hundred years ago when it was 
needed to develop the area. 


Railroad ties are in the process of being removed by 
the railway department. There are 2500 ties to a mile of 
track, or 25,000 in the ten-mile stretch. In favorable 
weather a one mile stretch of ties can be removed in a 
day. The ties are being shipped to Chicago and Kansas 
City where they are being sold to banks and other 
businesses, and being used in terraces, etc.

Somehow, classes were never 
renewed and several years later the bank account still in 
existence was divided up between the Hope Lutheran 
Church of Dixon, Faith Lutheran of Eldridge, the Im- 
manuel Lutheran Church of Grand Mound, and John 
Glenn School in Donahue.

1 teasp. vanilla

4 Tblsp. shortening 

1 C. mashed potato

Cream shortening, add sugar and mix well. Add eggs, 
well beaten, the potatoes, milk, and the dry ingredients 
sifted together.

Put into a quart of sifted flour a piece of butter the size 
of an egg and 1 teasp. of salt.

Brush rolled slices with egg, cinnamon and 
sugar. Place on greased cookie sheet, in a hot oven (400 
degrees) for 10 to 12 min., or until golden brown. The 
dough is easier to handle if it is kept chilled, so here is a 
trick: Ball up the dough into the bottom of a bowl. Draw 
section marks on it, as if peeling an orange. Cut out and 
roll one section at a time. 


Makes about 100 cookies.
